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THE aurs TOILET. 


An Insect Worth Studying—An Exam- 
ple of Cleanlintss as Well as 
of Industry. 
From the Chicago Daily News. 

The agricultural ant of America, 
writes the Rev. H. C. McCook in the 
Proceedings of the Academy of Nat- 
ural Sciences of Philadelphia,” is one 
of the neatest and tidiest of creatures 
in her personal habits. Out of the 
numbers. he had imprisoned for ob- 
servation he never saw one long in an 
untidy state. When, after some very 
active work in digging, little particles 
of earth would adhere to their bodies; 
these were at once most carefully re- 
moved. The whole body, too, is 
most thoroughly and frequently 
cleansed, a duty which is habitually 
attended to after eating and after 
sleep. In this duty these ants now 
and then assist one another, and when 
a general “washing up“ is in progress 
it is 
AN EXCEEDINGLY INTERESTING SIGHT. 

The ant to whom the friendly of- 
tice is being administered (the cleansed, 
she may be called) is leaning over up- 
on one side as we begin the observa- 
tion. The cleanser, as the other party 
may be called, is in the act of lifting 
the fore leg, which is the first which 
is licked, the cleanser’s mouth pass- 
ing steadily from it up te the body, 
then over the neck, then the head, the 
little jaws (mandibles) being at this 
stage held apart for the more conve- 
nient manipulation; from the face 
the operation passes to the bedy, 
along One side, each leg being attend- 
ed to in succession; then to the other 
side and the other set of legs. All 
this while the creature being cleansed 
is evincing the most intense satisfac- 
tion, and ia this resembles a family 
dog when one is scratching the back 
of his neck; she rolls gently over on 
her side, sometimes quite ever on her 
- back, and presents altogether a 


PICTURE OF EASE. 


The pleasure which these creatures 
take in being thus ‘‘combed’’ and 
‘“‘spenged” is really enjoyable to the 
observer. Several times an ant want 
ing to be cleaned was seen to ap- 
proach a comrade, kneel dewn before 
it, and, thrusting forward its head, 
then drep down and lie there motion- 
less, expressing as plainly as sign lan- 
guage could, her desire to be attended 
to. The ants, when engaged in 
cleansing their own bodies, have 
various modes of operating. The fore 
legs are drawn betweea the mandibles 
and also apparently threugh the lips, 
and then are passed alternately to the 
back of the head and over and down 
the forehead and face by a motion 
which closely resembles that of a cat 
when cleansing with her paw the cor- 
responding part of her head.

In Sierra valley and Martis valley, 
the Indian huts can be seen, and in 
and around them are congregated the 
warriors and squaws of the tribe, 
their sisters, cousins and their aunts, 
all intent upon the accomplishment of 
the grand result. As usual, the 
squaws do the work while their noble 
lords loll upon the greensward, smoke 
their pipes and dreamily and lazily 
gaze upon the countless myriads of 
buzzing hoppers that fill the air and 
devour the vegetation. The squaws 
carrying cone shaped baskets of great 
capacity, scoop the grossheppers with 
a fan-shaped implement into their 
baskets, and when loaded carry the 
wiggliog mass of insects tocamp, and 
then prepare them for food. The grass- 
hoppers killed, and subsequently dried 
are mixed with mashed pine nuts or 
cracked wheat and made into a kind 
of flour, which is afterwards made into 
a bread most delicious to the palate of 
the Washoe. White visitors at the 
camp are always invited in accordance 
with Indian hospitality to partake of 
the compound, and great is the aston- 
ishment of poor Lo at the disgust ex- 
pressed by the white man for this kind 
of food. To the limited mind of the 
Indian it is incomprehensible that any 
one should reject food which in his 
vernacular is defined as being muchee 
good—wano to hell.”

Nevadans. 


Twice in the history of the present 
management of the GAZETTE, propo- 
sals have been refused, which came 
accompanied with checks to pay for 
inserting advertisements of combina- 
tion stock operations.

The Men Who Have Been Mugaged in 


| 
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HISTORY OF THE FISHERIES, 


the Business Ever Since Reno was 


Founded. 


One of the fishermen awaiting sen- 
tence for pursuing his vocation on 
Pyramid Lake gave to a GazErrx re- 
porter yesterday a full history of that 
industry on the reservation. Briefly 
it is as follows: In April, 1877, Charles 
Bridgim went in with three or four 
men whom he paid for the fish they 
caught, which he hauled to market. 
He located his men at Mullen’s Pass, 
about twenty miles from the mouth of 
the river. 
in July of the same year, and it was 


almost immediately taken up by Reed 
and Watson, who sold it out to Arm- 


strong and Sturgeon in October. 
THE NUMBER OF MEN 


had iscreased with the demand for fish 
until from 18 to 25 were steadily em- 
ployed. Flinn & Co., next handled 
the business, and they in turu sold out 
to Alfred Jose, in May, 1878. Par- 


ties under Reed, Bickford and John 
Whitehead had in the meantime come 
in and were fishing alongside of the 
first settlers. Their business was sold 
last year to Alfred Jose, who has since 


run the whole machine, hauling the 


fish out and the supplies in to the men 
himself, paying his men by the pound 
for their catch. Most of these men 
have families in Reno and ge to the 
lake part of the year. 

THEY ARE A VERY DIFFERENT. CLASS 
of men from the average river fisher- 
men, many of whom go very dirty and 
some of whom live with Indians, and 
whose avocation is at best precarious, 


as but few trout, comparatively, go up 
the river any distance, and then only 
for a small part of the year. At the 
lake the fish are taken systematically. 

The men built houses and boats and 
have considerable money invested. 

No “squaw man” ever lived at Mul- 
len’s Pass, or any where on Pyramid 
Lake and none of the Reno men 
indicted have ever defrauded the In- 
dians or given them whiskey. The 
settlement is entirely 


OUT er REACH OF THE RESERVATION 
Indians, avd they never go there nor 
have any interco«rse with the fisher- 
men. They have a superstitions fear 
of the lake, as they believe a serpent 
inhabits it who destroys their race, 


and they never venture out except 
with white men. There have been 
very few men who ever attempted to 
bring mahalas into the fishermen’s 
camp. One of these was Tom Rogers, 
and he was run out of the settlement 
pretty much as he was out of Reno. 
At the head of the lake, near the 
mouth of the river, Leathers, who was 
formerly post trader, opened a fishing 
station and sold his fish to Rafael, at 
Wadsworth, who buys of Indians and 
white men alike. But the two settle- 
ments were miles apart, and their 
product went as indicated, one part to 
Reno and the rest to Wadsworth.

NOTES FROM THE TIMBER. 


Dull Times at Emigrant Gap—Mines, 
Mills, the Robertson Process, Sum- 


mer Resorts, Etc. 


Since theday when the track reached 
this place and the town of Emigrant 
Gap was discovered, it has never been 
so dull as it is at present. The rail- 
road company is receiving no wood 
and the army of choppers has e 
ed. The lumber dealers below are 
selling redwood shingles instead of 
shakes, so that that industry has al- 
most ceased. The lumber trade is 
very dull and the saw mills are idle. 
Only two saw mills in the mountains 
are doing anything. Ira Avery is run- 
ning the Monumental, and S. Putman 
his little mill below town. The Fall 
creek water mill, Calbertson & Wil- 


likers, Taylor & Pickens and Robert- 
son have net turned a wheel all year. 
A few railroad ties are being gotten 
out and some cedar blocks, but nearly 
every one is off mining. This is mak- 
ing the dull town look even duller, and 
may be the calm before a perfect 
sterm of prosperity. From the indi- 
cations among the mines this is by no 
means impossible. R. S. Osborn and 
one or two others have been at work 
for some time on the Osborn“ lyiug 


ON DIAMOND CREEK, 


six miles north of here. The ledge 
crops out for over a thousand feet. 
A tunnel into it 10 feet is in gold ore 
assaying $50. Shafts are being dug 
to tap it on the surface. A Robertson 
furnace is being constructed and will
